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LATE  FOREIGN  DEVELOPMENTS  .  .  . 

GREAT  LAKES  NAVIGATION  OPENS 

Opening  of  lie  navigation  was  reported  on  April  8,  with  the  arrival  of  the 
first  ship  at^the  LaRehead  on  that  date.    According  to  reports  of  the  Board  of  Grain 
Commissioners  for  Canada,  9,339,000  bushels  of  Canadian  grain  were  shipped  by  vessel 
from  the  Lakehead  to  United  States  points  during  the  week  ended  April  13.     The  total 
included  6,664,000  bushels  of  wheat,  741,000  bushels  of  oats,  and  1,984.000  bushels 
of  barley. 

ARGENTINE  WHEAT  SEED  I NGS 

Wheat  seeding  Is  beginning  in  early  areas  of  Argentina,  and  recent  rains  are 
expected  to  improve  the  seedbed.     Trade  reports  continue  predictions  of  some  expansion 
in  the  acreage. 

CHILE  REVISES  GRAI°;  PRODUCTION 

Final  official  forecasts  of  the  1943-44  grain  production  in  Chile  show  slight 
increases  as  compared  with  the  previous  forecast.     The  current  estimate  is  given  in 
thousand  bushels  with  the  previous  year's  figures  In  parentheses:     Wheat  33,463 
(31,365),   oats  6,981    (5,411),   and  barley  3, 566  (3,204)'. 

ftRQEfl.TI.Wf  RICE  PRODUCTION  REACHES  *[EW  HIGH 

1  36-percent  gain  in  Argentine  rice  production  for  1943-44  is  disclosed  in 
a  first  official  crop  estimate  received  from  Buenos  Aires.    The  crop  Is  placed  at 
6  418  000  bushels,  which  compares  with  the  final  estimate  of  4,952,000  bushels  a 
year  ago,  and  is  considerably  above  the  previous  record  production  of  5.298,000 
bushels  in  1941-42.    Acreage  was  18,000  acres  above  last  year,  and  the  average 
yield  was  54  bushels  per  acre  as  compared  with  53  bushels  the  previous  season. 

ANOTHER  RECORD  RICE  CROP  HARVESTED  III  CHILE 

The  194-44  Chilean  rice  crop  of  7,460,000  bushels  (215  Billion  pounds  milled), 
recently  reported  in  the  first  official  estimate,  is  a  pronounced  increase  over  last 
year's  final  estimate  of  5,701,000  bushels  (165  million  Pounds)  and  amounts  to  more 
than  twice  the  average  production  in  the  5-year  period,  1938-39  to  1942- 43.  The 
1943-44  rice  area,  estimated  at  33,800  acres,   is  larger  than  previously  fore  as  and 
thf yteld  o.  83.4  bushels  per  acre  is  the  highest  ever  recorded.     Reports  fro*  the 
ThUeL  trade  indicate  that  this  year's  first  crop  estimate  may  be  conservative,  and 
that  production  figures  may  be  revised  upward  later  in  the  season. 

MEXICAN  WEST  COAST  VEGETABLE  SHIPMENTS 

Carlot  shipments  of  Mexican  West  Coast  vegetables  through  the  United  States-

ARGENTINA  HARVEST  I  riG  LARGE  CORri  CROP 

The  corn  crop  now  being  harvested  In  Argentina  will  amount  to  some  358  million 
bushels,  according  to  the  first  official  forecast.    At  that  figure  the  production 
would  be  among  the  country's  largest  outturns,  in  contrast  with  the  near  failure  of 
the  corn  crop  last  year,  when  the  harvest  was  estimated  at  only  76. 5  million  bushels. 
The  main  feature  of  the  current  crop  is  the  high  yield  per  acre. 

The  average  yield  for  the  country,  as  Indicated  at  32.7  bushels,  would  be  a 
record  yield  on  a  planted  basis,  and  Is  attributed  to  unusually  favorable  weather 
conditions  in  the  principal  corn-producing  areas  during  most  of  the  growing  season.  . 
The  acreage  planted  was  about  7  percent  larger  than  that  planted  for  the  1942-43 
season  but  was  still  around  4  million  acres  below  the  average  for  the  past  10  years. 
Abandonment  was  estimated  to  be  small  during  the  current  year,  compared  with  the 
preceding  season  when  only  about  43  percent  of  the  planted  acreage  was  harvested. 

As  a  result  of  the  small  abandonment,  the  actual  acreage  harvested  is  expected 
to  compare  more  favorably  with  other  years  and  will  be  sharply  above  that  of  a  year 
ago.    Much  of  the  abandonment  is  indicated  to  be  in. southern  Buenos  Aires,  eastern 
La  Pampa,  and  northern  Sante  Fe,  where  lack,  of  rainfall  and  hot  winds  were  said  to 
have  caused  considerable  losses.    Some  deterioration  also  occurred  in  other  areas 
during  March;  otherwise  the  outturn  would  have  been  even  larger.

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The  harvest  started  around  the  end  of  March  In  early  corn  areas  of  the  north, 
with  picking  becoming  active  during  April.     The  current  harvest  Is  generally  later 
than  usual  as  the  result  of  the  cool  weather  during  much  of  the  summer.    The  new  crop 
Is  not  expected  to  be  conditioned  and  ready  to  enter  market  channels  In  any  volume 
until  In  May,  with  export  movement  getting  under  way  during  the  second  half  of  the 
month  and  in  June.    All  harvest  work  is  expected  to  be  slower  than  normal,  since  the 
Increased  cost  of  farm  labor  encourages  a  reduction  In  the  amount  of  hired  labor  used, 
with  a  larger  proportion  of  the  work  done  by  the  family. 

The  Banco  de  la  Naclon  has  announced  that  It  has  authorized  the  granting  of 
loans  to  farmers  to  cover  harvest  expenses.    Branches  of  the  bank  throughout  the 
country  have  been  Instructed  to  grant  credits  Immediately.    Loans  are  to  extend  for  a 
maximum  of  6  months  and  may  be  granted  at  the  rate  of  1.5  pesos  per  100  kilograms  of 
estimated  yield,  with  a  limit  of  10,000  pesos  ($2,979)  per  grower. 

The  surplus  available  for  export  and  carry-over  from  the  present  large  crop  Is 
officially  estimated  at  220  million  bushels.    SEn  view  of  shipping  difficulties  and  the 
need  for  fuel  in  Argentina,  however,  It  appears  doubtful  that  more  than  a  portion  of 
the  surplus  will  move  into  export  this  season.    The  total  supply  for  the  year  begin- 
ning April  1  is  placed  at  363  million  bushels,  compared  with  an  estimated  140  million 
bushels  for  the  1943-44  season  and  over  650  million  bushels  for  each  of  the  2  years 
preceding  that.    During  those  2  years  losses  were  placed  at  a  very  high  level,  as  the 
result  of  poor  storage  conditions.    Assuming  that  requirements  for  normal  use  during 
the  current  year  will  not  exceed  75  million  bushels,  a  balance  of  68  million  bushels 
apparently  Is  expected  to  be  used  for  industrial  needs  such  as  fuel,  and  for  extra 
livestock  feeding.

With  supplies  small  at  the  beginning  of  the  1943-44  season,  the  rate  of  use 
for  fuel  had  to  be  greatly  decreased.    A  shift  from  corn  to  wheat  and  flaxseed  was 
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necessary  in  the  program  of  substituting  grains  for  regular  fuel.    Exports  during 
that  year  were  estimated  to  be  around  1  million  bushels  and  the  carry-over  was  placed 
at  5  million  bushels.  • 

The  Argentine  Government  in  late  February  announced  a  minimum  price  of  5.20 
pesos  per  100  kilograms  to  producers  for  shelled  corn  of  the  1043-44  crop,  basis 
bagged  on  cars  in  the  port'of  Buenos  Aires.    This  is  the  equivalent  of  about  39  cents 
per  bushel  In  United  States  currency.    Though  handling  and  freight  charges  will  reduce 
the  price  actually  received  by  farmers  to  somewhat  below  this  amount,   the  price  is 
the  highest  ever  guaranteed  in  Argentina.     The  price,  at  the  level  set,  is  Judged  to 
be  a  profitable  one  to  growers,  even  with  increased  costs.    Equivalent  prices  for  un- 
shelled  corn  on  farms  are  to  be  announced. 

The  minimum  price  set,  to  become  effective  April  15,  is  a  guaranteed  price 
only  and  does  not  restrict  domestic  transactions.    All  corn  except  that  for  export 
may  enter  the  free  market,  according  to  the  announcement.    Resale  of  the  Board's  pur- 
chases will  be  at  the  rate  of  5.50  pesos  (41±  cents  per  bushel)  for  domestic  con- 
sumption and  5.25  pesos  '(39J'  cents  per  bushel)  for  fuel,  both  quotations  basis  bagged 
on  cars  in  Buenos  Aires.    Since  purchases  may  be  made  direct  from  producers  at  the 
minimum  rate  of  5. 20  pesos,  the  Board  is  not  expected  to  handle  any  appreciable 
amount  of  that  part  of  the  crop  used  domestically. 

Corn  for  export  must  be  purchased  from  the  regulating  board,  which  presumably 
will  operate  as  an  export  monopoly,  as  Is  the  case  with  wheat  and  flaxseed.  The 
sole  exception  applies  to  purchases  covering  contracts  made  prior  to  February  20/  1944, 
which  may  be  made  In  the  open  market  and  exported  after  payment  of  the  export  fee  of 
20  pesos  per  metric  ton  (15  cents  per  bushel)  for  sound  corn,  and  8  pesos  (6  cents) 
for  fuel  corn.     Pending  formal  announcement  of  the  Board's  corn  export  price,  a 
recent  quotation  of  56  cents  per  bushel  for  June  delivery  may  be  taken  as  an  indica- 
tion of  the  level  at  which  exports  will  be  made.     (That  price  Includes  the  export 
fee  of  15  cents. ) 

In  order  to  have  grain  available  for  export  and  for  storage  in  underground 
binst     it  was  announced  that  the  Government  Intended  to  take  title  to  a  considerable 
quantity  of  shelled  corn  as  soon  as  purchases  began.     Poor  storage  facilities  have 
caused  large  losses  of  corn  in  some  recent  years,  and  efforts  are  being  made  to  im- 
prove storage  conditions  and  the  quality  of  the  grain.     In  this  connection,  the  Min- 
istry of  Agriculture  has  stressed  the  importance  of  harvesting  grain  at  the  proper 
stage  of  development,  since  this  has  such  an  important  bearing  on  Its  keeping  qualities. 

With  a  large  crop  In  prospect,  adequate  storage  facilities  for  taking  care  of 
the  supply  again  becomes  a  problem.     Commercial  storage  space  Is  largely  filled  with 
wheat  and  flaxseed,  and  the  corn  will  be  stored  almost  entirely  on  farms.     The  Govern- 
ment advises  storage  in  underground  silos  as  a  safe  and  economical  type  of  protection. 

The  shortage  of  bags  constitutes  a  second  difficulty.     In  order  to  confine  the 
use  of  existing  Jute  supplies  to  grain  sacking,  Its  use  for  other  purposes  has  been 
prohibited.    The  Government  controls  all  supplies  within  the  country,  and,  to  Vase 
the  demand  for  this  material,  duty-free  imports'  of  all  cotton  material  suitable  for 
bags  has  been  granted  temporarily  to  supplement  domestic  cotton-bag  supplies. 
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PERUVIAN  RICE  PRODUCTION  BELOW  REQU I  REVESTS  IN  I9W 


The  1944  Peruvian  rice  crop  Is  reported  to  be  5  percent  lower  than  annual 
domestic  requirements.     The  first  official  estimate,  recently  released  at  Lima, 
placed  the  1944  crop  at  6.3  million  bushels  (185  million  pounds  milled)  compared  with 
6.2  million  bushels  (132  million  pounds)  In  1943.  and  with  an  average  of  5.4  million 
bushels  (156  million  pounds)  annually  for  the  5-year  period,  1938-1942.  Rice 
consumption  is  now  estimated  at  about  195  million  pounds  a  year, . 

Rice  imports  Into  Peru  during  1944,  however,  will  be  substantially  greater  than 
indicated  by  this  year's  first  production  estimate,  because  most  of  the  new-crop  rice 
does  not  appear  on  the  market  until  June.    As  a. result  of  a  strong  demand  early  this 
year,  a  considerable  quantity  has  already  been  imported  from  Ecuador.    Moreover,  actual 
rice  production  in  Peru  often  falls  below  the  first  official  forecast,  one  reason 
being  that  the  country's  rice  crop  is  uncertain  because  of  reliance  upon  irregular 
rainfall  to  grow  the  crop. 

Net  imports  during  the  10  years,  1934-1943,  averaged  30  million  pounds.  Prior 
to  the  war  the  imports  originated  principally  in  Slam  and  Ecuador.    Peruvian  demand 
for  foreign  rice  fluctuates  widely  with  the  variable  supply  obtained  from  domestic 
production.    Only  in  2  years,  1932  and  1933,  was  sufficient  rice  produced  to  provide 
for  home  needs  and  to  leave  a  small  surplus  for  export. 

A  record  crop  of  7,414,000  bushels  was  harvested  in  1941  from  the  largest 
acreage  ever  planted.     In  the  first  months  of  1942,  a  major  part  of  the  supply  carried 
over  from  the  good  1941  crop  was  exported.    As  the  supply  diminished,  and  it  became 
evident  that  the  1942  crop  would  be  below  normal,  the  situation  with  regard  to  rice 
became  critical  and  imports  were  necessary.    Supplies  were  inadequate  In  1943,  also, 
because  of  the  low  1942  crop.    As  a  result,  the  government  assumed  control  over  rice 
distribution  and  established  fixed  wholesale  and  retail  prices  (see  Foreign  crops 
and  Markets,  May  24,  1943).

BRITISH  COTTOH  TEXTILE  CO'^ITTEE  REPORTS  Of!  POST-WAR  PLAHS 

Post-war  prospects  for  the  cotton  textile  industry  in  the  united  Kingdom  are 
studied  and  appraised  in  a  Report  or  the  cotton  Board  Committee  to  Inquire  Into  Post-' 
War  Problems,  recently  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Trade.     The  report  Is  based  on  a 
study  made  by  the  Industry's  committee  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Board  of  Trade  and  ls- 
the  most  recent  in  a  series  of  examinations  extending  over  more  than  20  years  Into 
the  basic  elements  of  strength  and  weakness  in  what  was'  once- Britain's  Ptfmler  indus- 
try.   The  Report  is  of  Interest  in  the  United  States  primarily  for  the  light.  It 
throws  on  the  probable  position  of  American  cotton  in  the  international  cotton- 
textile  market  and  on  the  raw-cotton  requirements  of  the  United  Kingdom  in  the  years 
following  the  war.    By  suggesting  some  of  the  conditions  which  the  industry  will  have 
to  meet  in  that  period,  it  gives  indications  of  the  possible  demand  for  American 
cotton  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

In  approaching  Its  problem,  the  Committee  considered  primarily  the  probable 
domestic  consumption  of  cotton  and  the  possible  exports  of  cotton  textiles,  with  spe- 
cial attention  to  the  competition  of  synthetic  fibers  In  their  Influence  upon  both. 
In  its  investigation  of  the  potential  yarn  and  cloth  exports,  the  Committee  appraised 
the  problems  affecting  production  costs,  in  particular,  modernization  of  mills  and 
mill  processes,  recruitment  of  labor,  and  moderation  of  the  tax  burden,  considerable 
attention  is  devoted  to  the  organization  of  the  trade,  especially  to  means  of  re- 
ducing costs  of  merchandising,  price  regulation  and  control  of  competition  within 
various  segments  of  the  industry,  elimination  of  "redundant"  plants,  and  means  of 
effecting  special  export  arrangements  where  necessary  to  meet  the  price  competition 
in  other  countries.     In  appraising  the  post-war  organization  of  the  industry,  the' 
Committee  seems  to  have  taken  a  defensive  position,  seeking  to  protect  the  status  of 
the  industry  as  now  organized,  rather  than  electing  to  urge  a  general  re-alignment  of 
the  industry  along  seemingly  more  efficient  lines. 

The  general  conclusions  of  the  Report  may  be  briefly  summarized  as  follows. 
Beyond  the  short  boom  period  expected  to  follow  the  close  of  the  war,  a  level  of  mill 
operations  higher  than  that  of  1939  is  probable  only  under  the  most  favorable  con- 
ditions,   with  unfavorable  conditions,  It  could  be  as  much  as  50  percent  under  1939. 
An  increase  In  the  use  of  rayon  of  some  135  percent  over  the  1937  level  to  189 
million  pounds  (the  equivalent  of  a  pound- for-pound  basis  of  395,400  bales  of  cotton) 
Is  a  reasonable  expectation. 

The  future  of  the  British  textile  exports  will  lie  generally  In  the  field  of 
fine  or  styled  goods  rather  than  in  that  of  the  "bulk-line"  or  standard  constructions. 
The  establishment  of  a  Board  for  the  self-regulation  of  the  trade  to  be  operative 
before  the  expiration  of  the  Government's  wartime  controls  is  necessary  and  desirable. 

Total  capacity  of  spinning  mills  should  remain  at  about  that  of  1939,  but  enough 
of  the  "redundant"  weaving  and  finishing  plants  shouldbe  scrapped  to  bring  the  ca- 
pacity of  the  remainder  Into  balance  with  the  spindles.    Needed  modernization  of 
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plants  should  be  financed  by  the  Industry  itself,  provided  the  Government's  post-war 
program  for  the  Industry  will  assure  profitable  operation'  oyer  a  period  of  years, 
but  without  such  assurance  of  profits,  the  mills  cannot  be  expected  to  risk,  new  In- 
vestment for  the  purpose.    Encouragement  should  be  given  to  this  development  through 
abatement  of.  taxation.  ,   •■  .        -•.    •  :  >.;  ;  •  ^  c  ..... 

The  Report  makes  no  recommendation  either  for  the  return  . of  the  business  of 
raw-cctton  Importing  to  private  enterprise  or  for.  the.  continuation  of  the  operations 
of  the  Government  In  this  field.     There.  Is  some  menpion  of  an  international  agreement 
for  marketing  raw  cotton,  but  the  Report  takes  no  position  regarding  the  agreement. 

Some  of  the  Implications  or  the  Report  with  respect  to  the  possible  post-war 
demand  for  American  cotton  are  suggested  by  the  following  table,  which  shows  the 
relative  proportions  of  cotton  of  American  Upland  and  Egyptian  types  consumed  in 
British  mills  in  the  years  preceding  the  war.

Any  increased  emphasis  given  to  fine  and  fancy  goods  in  post-war  British 
exports  suggests  a  narrowing  market  for  the  "bread  and  butter"  cotton  of  the  United 
States  -  the  raw  material  for  standard  cloth  constructions.    At  the  same  time,  a 
shift  In  production  to  a  finer  line  of  goods  would  undoubtedly  mean  a  greater  con- 
sumption of  the  longer-staple  Egyptian  types  of  cotton.     One  other  implication  of 
such  a  shift  might  be  the  increased  use  of  synthetics  as  raw  materials  for  the 
export  market  in  textiles. 

The  reception  given  the  Report  by  the  British  press  is  generally  appreciative 
with  respect  to  the  body  of  factual  data  presented,  but  mild  disappointment  is  oc- 
casionally expressed  with  what  Is  characterized  as  Its  rather  timid  outlook,  es- 
pecially In  the  matter  of  post-war  exports,  and  there  has  been  some  dissatisfaction 
expressed  with  the  defensive  attitude  that  the  Report  adopts.     In  defense  of  the 
Committee's  effort,  however,  it  is  pointed  out  that  no  very  definite  program  for  the 
development  of  post-war  trade  can  be  laid  down  until  the  terms  of  the  peace  can  be 
known  and  the  foreign  trade  policies  of  the  Government  have  been  indicated,

FOOD  PROCESSING  EXPANDING  IK  AUSTRALIA 

The  food  canning  and  preserving  Industry  In  Australia  has  expanded  rapidly 
since  the  outbreak  of  war.     In  addition  to  canned  and  dried  fruits,  which  were  proc- 
essed on  a  commercial  basis  before  the  war,  Australian  processors  are  now  pre- 
serving a  wide  range  of  vegetables  and  meats.    Large  quantities  of  vegetables  are 
being  produced  also  for  dehydration,  and  the  industry  is  now  prepared  to  enter  the 
frozen-food  field.    A  large  part  of  the  foods  being  processed  in  Australia  is  used 
to  supply  the  armed  forces  stationed  In  the  south  Pacific  areas. 

It  Is  believed  that  some  of  the  new  products  now  being  produced  for  processing 
will  be  continued  after  the  war  In  order  to  take  care  of  domestic  and  export  rejulre- 
ments.     Furthermore,  some  of  the  equipment  manufactured  In  Australia  for  planting 
and  processing  crops  as  a  wartime  measure  may  be  continued  after  hostilities  cease. 

When  the  first  units  of  our  armed  forces  landed  In  the  Southwest  Pacific  area, 
the  canning  and  processing  Industry  in  Australia  was  confined  largely  to  the  pre- 
serving of  apricots,  peaches,  pears,  and  certain  meat  products  and  to  the  drying  of 
vine  and  tree  fruits.     Little  demand  existed  for  canned  vegetables,  soups,  and  meat 
products,  other  than  corned  beef.     Condiments,  such  as  chutney,  preserves,  and  meat 
sauces  were  produced  largely  for  local  consumption.     Few,   if  any,  vegetables  were 
canned.     In  fact,   the  canning  Industry  as  a  whole  had  been  very  much  curtailed 
because  of  the  large  numbers  of  farm  people  serving  in  the  Army. 

In  order  to  meet  the  food  needs  of  the  American  armed  forces  scattered  throughout 
the  vast  southwest  Pacific  It  was  deemed  advisable  to  arrange  for  supplies  from  areas  as 
close  to  the  bases  of  operations  as  possible.     This  required  organization,  surveys, 
and  the  employment  of  technicians  of  various  kinds  to  nandle  special  equipment,  as 
well  as  experts  In  production  and  processing.    Large  acreages  were  planted  to  crops 
such  as  sweet  corn,  peas,  and  tomatoes.     Production  increased  from  a  negligible 
quantity  in  1941-42  to  around  5,000,000  cases  In  1943-44.     Over  1,600  acres  are  now 
planted  to  sweet  corn,  14, 000  to  peas,  10,000  to  tomatoes,  and  about  50,000  to  all 
other  vegetables.     Twenty-one  dehydration  plants  are  n'ow  In  operation  that  were  not  In 
existence  18  months  ago  and  eleven  more  are  expected  to  be  In  use  In  the  near  future. 
Each  plant  has  a  capacity  of  about  600  tons  of  dried  vegetables  per  month. 

Prior  to  the  war,  Australia  exported  around  66,500,000  pounds  of  canned  fruit 
and  64,700  short  tons  of  dried  fruit  annually.     Most  of  the  shipments  went  to  the 
United  Kingdom.     Exports  of  these  commodities  are  expected  to  be  resumed  and  perhaps 
Increased  to  some  extent  after  the  war.     The  development  of  a  post-war  export  trade 
in  canned  and  dehydrated  vegetables,  however,   Is  considered  to  be  a  somewhat  doubt- 
ful question.     Dehydrated  vegetables  have  not  met  with  a  wide  consumer  response  in 
Australia  to  date.     It  is  possible  that  limited  markets  may  be  developed  in  the 
Islands  of  the  Pacific,   the  East  Indies,  and  Asia.     Frozen  foods  are  expected  to  find 
a  limited  but  expanding  market  in  Australia,  but  an  appreciable  export  trade  is  not 
anticipated.

CHILE  INCREASINGLY  DEFICIENT  IK  MEAT 

Chile  Is  not  self-sufficient  In  meat,  and  It  Is  necessary,  therefore,  to 
Import  cattle  from  Argentina  to  meet  domestic  requirements.  •  a  considerable  number 
of  sheep  are  also  Imported  into  the  Magallanes  Province  of  Chile  each  year  from 
Argentina,  but  these  imports  of  sheep  and  lambs  are  practically  offset  by  exports 
of  mutton  and  lamb.     Chilean  production  of  pork  about  meets  consumption,  as  the 
trade  in  live  hogs  and  in  pork  products  is  very  small. 

!OT  PRODUCT  1  Ol'i  FRO?     Beef  and  veal  production  from  domestic  animals  in  1943  was 
DOMESTIC      LIV  r'T  CS    estl5iated  at  192  million  pounds;     This  quantity  was  not  suffl- 
'  a  cient  to  meet  domestic  requirements  and  had  to  be  supplemented 

by  imports  of  approximately  79  million  pounds  in  the  form  of  live  cattle,  principally 
from  Argentina.     Total  beef  and  veal  consumption  for  1943  was  estimated  at  271  mil- 
lion pounds.    A  very  small  amount  of  beef  is  exported.     The  1943  production  of  mutton 
and  lamb  from  domestic  animals  was  estimated  at  50  million  pounds,  and  about  44 
percent  of  it  was  exported  to  the  United  Kingdom. 

The  total  production  of  pork  from  domestic  animals  is  unknown,  but  it  Is 
estimated  roughly  at  no  million  pounds  in  1943.    Nearly  every  peasant  farmer  and 
share  cropper  in  Chile  owns  a  few  hogs.     There  are  only  three  or  four  lar^e-scale 
commercial  hog  producers  in  Chile  at  present.     The  trade  in  pork,  principally  bacon 
and  hams,   is  small,  exports  not  exceeding  25,000  pounds  and  imports  100,000  pounds 
annually. 

J'tEAT  AVAILABLE     The  production  of  beef  and  veal  in  public  and  private  abattoirs,  from 
both  domestic  and  imported  cattle,  reached  278  million  pounds  in  1943, 
FOR  CONStl)  .PTION    accorcung  to  preliminary  estimates.     This  represents  an  increase  of 
19  percent  above  1939  and  25  percent  above  the  average  for  the  5  years,  1934-1938. 
Approximately  95  percent  of  the  slaughter  of  cattle  and  calves  in  Chile  takes  place 
In  abattoirs,   farm  slaughter  being  relatively  small.     As  a  result  of  increased  war- 
time consumption  of  meat,   it  has  been  necessary  to  import  increasingly  larger  numbers 
of  cattle  from  Argentina.     Imports  In  1943  numbered  165,500  head,  producing  around 
79  million  pounds  of  meat,  against  only  39,000  head  producing  22  million  pounds  in 
1939.     Beef  and  veal  imports  and  exports  are  very  small.    Most  of  the  cattle  were  im- 
ported through  Los  Andes,  San  Pedro  de  Atacoma,  Antofagasta,  and  Pucon  and  were  killed 
In  slaughter  houses  of  the  north  Coast.     Cattle  raising  In  Chile  is  concentrated  in 
the  southern  and  central  parts. 

Meat  production  from  the  slaughter  of  domestic  and  imported  sheep  and  lambs 
in  abattoirs  for  consumption  1/  totaled  55  million  pounds  In  1943.     Chile  imported 
816,000  head  of  sheep  and  lambs  from  Argentina  In  1943,  representing  about  36  million 
pounds,  compared  with  only  593,000  head  representing  26  million  pounds  in  1939.  The 
bulk  of  the  imports  were  into  Punta  Arenas,  Magallanes  Province,   in  southern  Chile, 
and  were  slaughtered  mostly  by  freezing  or  boiling-down  establishments.  Imports 

1/  Excludes  slaughter  In  Magallanes  freezing  companies  for  export. 
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Into  liagallanes  for  the  5-year  period,  1937-1941,  averaged  48  1,000  head  producing 
21  million  pounds  of  meat,  and  the  production  of  frozen  mutton  and  lamb  averaged 
32  million  pounds  from  721,000  sheep  and  lambs. 

On  the  average,  69  percent  of  the  quantity  of  mutton  and  lamb  produced  in 
Magallanes  Is  exported.    An  Increasing  quantity  of  frozen  mutton  and  lamb,  however, 
Is  now  being  shipped  to  northern  Chile  for  consumption.    The  choice  lambs  from  Punta 
Arenas  are  evidently  exported  and  the  heavier  animals  imported  from  Argentina  are 
used  for  Chilean  consumption. 

The  production  of  pork,  in  abattoirs,  as  already  stated,  probably  represents 
less  than  half  of  total  production  from  domestic  animals,  as  a  relatively  larger 
share  of  hogs  tnan  of  cattle  and  sheep  is  estimated  to  be  killed  on  farms.    There  is 
practically  no  trade  In  live  hogs,  but  relatively  small  imports  of  bacon  and  hams 
are  made  from  Argentina,  the  total  not  exceeding  100,000  pounds.

WAR  CAUSES  HO  IMPORTANT    Cattle  numbers  in  Chile  have  not  increased  appreciably  in  the 

past  decade  and,  in  fact,  declined  during  the  years  1940  to 
EXPANSION  OF  LIVESTOCK      1942,  according  to  official  estimates,  but  they  are  expected 
to  Increase  in  1944  to  about  the  level  of  1940.    Milk  cows,  however,  have  shorn  an 
increase,  whereas  other  cattle  have  decreased.     A  number  of  factors  have  led  to  the 
decrease  in  other  cattle.     Included  among  them  are  the  availability  of  Argentine  beef 
cattle  for  import  and  outbreaks  of  foot  and  mouth  disease.    Before  the  war  the. In-  . 
creased  use  of  farm  machinery  led  to  a  decrease  in  work  oxen  as  well  as  in  horses. 


The  Chilean  horse  is  described  as  a  beautiful,  intelligent,  and  strong  little 
animal  of  Andaluslan  and  Arabian  blood.    It  is  short-legged,  usually  brown  In  color, 
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and  has  great  endurance.     These  horses  are  used  as  draft  animals,   riding  horses,  and 
as  cow  ponies.     There  are  only  a  United  number  of  Belgians  and  Percherons  in  Chile. 
Fortunately,  the  decline  in  horses  has  not  been  -great  since  1940.    When  petroleum 
products  and  spare  parts  for  machinery  became  so  limited  after  the  United  states 
entered  the  war,   the  Chilean  farmer  could  fall  Dack.  on  horses  for  draft  power. 

There  are  more  sheep  in  Chile  than  any  other  kind  of  animal-,  and  the  Magallanes 
region,  with  its  heavy  growth  of  natural  grasses,   Is  devoted  to  sheep  farming  on  a 
large  scale.     Sheep  numbers  are  Increasing  at  present,  and  it  is  estimated  that  they 
will  reach  6,040,000  in  1944.     Chilean  sheep  numbers  were  as  large  as  6,263,000  head 
in  1929-50.     Ample  opportunity  for  expansion  of  sheep  appears  to  exist,  especially  In 
the  region,  between  Puerto  Nontt  and  Punta  Arenas,  where  there  are  large  unexplored 
regions  awaiting  development.     loa.ts  are  not  numerous  in,  comparison  with  sheep  and 
are  found  mostly  in  the  northern  and  north-central  part  In  the  arid  artd.  semiarld 
regions. 

Hog  numbers  In  chile  have  oeen  Increasing  since  the  war  began  and  may  reach 
452,000  in  1944,  compared  with  350,000  in  1940.    Numbers  were  considerably  larger  In 
1936,  when-  census  enumerators  reported  571,000  on  hand  on  April  6  of  that  jear. 

High  up  in  the  Andes  are  to  be  found  the  wild  vicunas  of  northern  and  central  Chile, 
estimated  at  4,000  to  5,000,  while,  further  in.  the  southern  mountains  there  are  wild 
guanacos,  estimated  at.  about  1,000.     What,  the  sheep  are  to  "'any  people,   the  guanacos 
are  to  the  Indians  inhabiting  those  southern  regions.     The  skin  of  the  guanaco  fur- 
nishes the  clothing  needed  Dy  the  primitive  people  of  those  zones.     This  little 
animal  does  not  exist  in  very  lar^e  numbers  at  the  present  time.     There  are  believed 
to  be  a  few  llamas  and  alpacas  In  the  mountainous  regions  near  the  Chilean  frontier 
next  to  Peru.

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EGYPTIAN  LIVESTOCK  APPARENTLY  INCREASED  IK  1943 


Owing  to  the  fact  that  such  wartime  livestock  estimates  as  are  available  for 
Egypt  represent  enumerations  thaS:ihave.  been  made  ?  in  different'  mon the  each  year.  It 
Is  difficult  to  make  an  exact  comparison  between  one.  year  and  an-© the r.    The  latest 
estimate  released  by  the  Egyptian  Ministry  of  Agriculture  is  for  June  1943  and 
therefore  It  Is  not  strictly  comparable  with  the  March  estimates  for  1942  and  1937 
and  the  November  estimate'  for  1941. 

Taking  Into  consideration  the  different  months  of  the  year  at  which  livestock 
censuses  were  taken,  it  appears  that  an  increase  occurred  In  the  number  of  all  kinds 
of  livestock  in  1943i  even  considering  the  inclusion  of  new-born  animals  In  the  June 
estimate.  All  classes  of  livestock,  however,  except  cattle  and  buffaloes,  are  defi- 
nitely below  the  pre-war  numbers.  Part  of  the  increase  In  June  1943  over  March  1942 
may  be  due  to  the  restriction  of  the  cotton  acreage,  which  has  made  possible  an 
Increased  production  of  fodder. 

The  number  of  cattle  in  June  1943  was  1,202,000,  an  Increase  of,  21  percent 
above  the  March  estimate  for  1942  and  an  Increase  of  22  percent  above  the  March  1937 
estimate.    While  the  number  of  sheep  and  goats  also  showed  substantial  increases 
above  the  March  1942  estimate,  they  were  26  percent  and  42  percent,  respectively, 
below  the  estimates  for  March  1937.     Slaughter  has  been  heavy  In  order  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  armed  forces  stationed  In  Egypt. 

Hog  numbers  have  always  Deen  relatively  small  compared  with  other  kinds  of 
livestock  in  Egypt,  and  at  31,000  head  In  1943  were  16  percent  below  pre-war.  Mules 
and  asses  were  also  below  the  pre-war  numbers.     The  number  of  horses  remained  at 
the  same  level  for  the  four  estimates.     The  animals  belonging  to  the  British  Army 
are  omitted  from  official  estimates  In  normal  times,  and  It  Is  assumed  that  the  same 
practice  holds  good  In  wartime.

Partial  relaxation  of  the  ban  on  the  publication  of  statistics 
showing  the  wartime  foreign  trade  of  the  United  States  by  countries 
or  by  individual  commodities  -  imposed  for  security  reasons  since  the 
third  quarter  of  1941  -  was  announced  recently. 

On  Larch '27,  1944»  detailed  statistics  on  United  States  imports 
of  grains  and  grain  products  from  Canada  for  the  period  October  1,  1041, 
to  August  30,  1043,  were  released  for  publication.     It  was  announced 
at  the  same  time  that  comparable  data  on  imports  of  Canadian  grain  and 
grain  products  would  be  released  regularly  in  the  future,   6. months  after 
the  period  covered  by  the  statistics. 

On  April  7,  1044,  detailed  statistics  on  the  foreign  trade  of 
the  United  States  for  the  entire  calendar  year  1941  became  available 
for  publication. 

ifith  respect  to  data  for  1942,   however,  publication  is  restricted 
to  statistics  showing  the  United  States  trade  with  the  other  American 
Republics  and  Canada,,  except  that  no  data  may  be  released  on  military 
items  or  on  items  appearing  on  the  most  recent  list  of  Strategic  and 
Critical  Materials  issued  by  the  Amy-Havy  Munitions  Soard.  Moreover, 
no  figures  of  any  type  will  be  released  which  are  earmarked  as  lend- 
lease  without  prior  clearance  by  the  foreign  gconomic  Administration.
